By the Turks 


Editor's Note: 
Last week The 
Desert Sun published an article 
about the thrilling adventure of 
Palm Springs Resident Sergeant 
Major Allan “ Bill” Wells, 
in 
a 
Turkish 
harem. 
T h e 
old 
sheik 
took a shot at him when he found 
this American arm y officer in the 
same room with his wives. 
Ser­ 
geant Major Wells, now a resident 
in the Palm Springs Plaza, is the 
Ace Floyd Gibbons story winner 
and a fo rmer new spaper man. 
He 
served in th e crack 
"Eleventh” 
United St ates Cavalry with Guy 
Empey before the World War and 
became an expert machine gunner. 
At the outbreak of th e World W a r 
he enlisted in the British Army at 
London, England, and served 
in 
the British Expeditionary Forces 
in France until the United States 
entered the war. 


At the request of General Wil­ 
liam Mitchell, then a colonel and 
chief of the American Air Service 
in France, he transferred to 
the 
American Air Service and served 
in 
the 
American 
Expeditionary 
Forces in France until April, 1919. 
After the Armistice he was sent 
to Turkey in Asia on special work 
for the American Relief Adminis­ 
tration. 
Returning to Paris 
in 
1921 he was made chief purchas­ 
ing agent for the American 
Red 
Cross in Europe and later appoint­ 
ed director of transportation 
in 
Riga, 
Russia. 
His 
adventures 
would fill a good sized book which 


will probably be published one of 
these days. 
He is a member of the Society 
of 
The 
Sons 
of 
the 
American 
Revolution, the American Legion, 
th e British Legion, the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars of 
the 
United 
States and is a descendant of Cap­ 
tain Dennison C. Pierce, who sail­ 
ed the first vessel from Chicago 
to Liverpool in 1856. 
His hobby 
is the teaching of American Cit­ 
izenship, and he h as made more 
th an two hundred talks on 
the 
subject of Citizenship from 
va­ 
rious radio stations 
throughout 
the United States. 
While in Turkey Ser geant Major 
Wells was kidnaped by the Turks, 
who intended to hold him for ran­ 
som. 
However, w e ’ll let him tell 
th e story, so here it Is: 


“ HELD FOR RANSOM” 
An arm istice is usually 
the 
first 
practical step tow ard peace, but th e 
arm istice of 1918 betw een Turkey and 
th e Allies, was only an introduction 
to another war in w hich the O ttom an 
Em pire (T urkey) died. 
The term s of the arm istice w ere 
severe on Turkey. 
She faced th e 
possibility of losing all her Arabic 
speaking possessions. 
However, she 
placed complete faith in 
the 
decla­ 
rations of European statesm en which

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G-Man Tells 
Lions About 
The F. B. I. 
G-Man John A. Hanson, special ag­ 
ent of (lie Federal Bureau of ldenliti- 
catlon, yesterday noon told Palm 
Springs Lions something about the 
operation of this world-famous group 
of 650 officers who have made an un­ 
paralleled record apprehending crim­ 
inals during the past five or six years. 
To become an FBI agent, a man 
must be between the ages of 23 and 
35, in perfect physical condition, an 
attorney or accountant, and have the 
equivalent of a college education. He 
then goes into intensive training for 
three and a half months, studying fin­ 
gerprinting and every other phase of 
scientific crime detection. He learns 
how to lire accurately the many dif­ 
ferent types of guns used in the de­ 
partment, under similar 
conditions 
prevailing when the agents are in a 
gun battle with gangsters. He stud­ 
ies the 75 laws he is called upon to 
enforce and learns just how to make 
an arrest. 
He stated that the number of fed­ 
eral agents is comparatively small, 
only 650, to serve the entire nation 
and its island possessions, when com­ 
pared to 18,000 policemen in New York 
City alone. 
Mr. Hanson urged the fingerprinting 
of all citizens, the fingerprints to be 
filed in the bureau's civil department 
in Washington, in order to aid in lo­ 
cating missing persons and amnesia 
victims. “You can see how important 
this is when you learn that more than 
10,000 persons disappeared in New 
York City alone during the year 1936." 
Speaking of the capture of notorious 
criminals, he said the worst features 
the agents have to contend with are 
apparently good people, such as law­ 
yers, doctors, and even public offi­ 
cials, who aid the criminals in hiding 
or escaping. He told about a number 
of famous cases and show’ed profes­ 
sional men had assisted the criminals. 
The gangsters and other criminals 
of today are not foreigners and do not 
come from the gas works, he said. 
Most of them are white native-born 
Americans, and are between the ages 
of 15 and 21. They commit holdups, 
bank robberies, and even murder, he 
said. Of 245,539 native whites arrest­ 
ed. 46.000 were just youngsters. A 
large portion of these criminals come 
from well-to-do and highly-respected 
families. 
The causes, he thought, are laziness 
and greed for money.
